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ril  HE  work  for  the  yeai-,  whilst  resulting  in  rather  fewer 
-L  definitely  successful  steps  accomplished  than  were 
recorded  in  the  previous  report,  so  far  as  these  results  can  be 
measured  in  the  form  of  societies  promoted  and  formed  has, 
nevertheless,  been  perhaps  even  more  extensive  and  far- 
reaching,  and  prepared  the  ground  and  sown  the  seed  for 
an  abundant  harvest  which  it  may  be  fairly  expected  will  be 
reaped  in  the  near  future. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  Co-operation  is  becoming 
better  known  and  appreciated,  and  in  consequence  its  practice 
more  readily  adopted  than  hitherto  ; whilst  the  probabilities 
are  rather  that  any  future  difficulty  to  be  encountered  in 
carrying  on  the  work  will  be  chiefly  that  of  meeting  the 
demands  for  the  kind  of  service  the  Guild  has  so  long 
rendered. 
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It  is  abundantly  evident  to  those  with  the  opportunities 
of  judging  possessed  by  the  Committee  that,  given  the 
requisite  funds,  and  men  with  the  ability  and  information  to 
take  up  the  work.  Co-operation  could  be  made  to  spread  in 
this  sect  on  still  more  rapidly  than  even  the  last  few  years 
growth  1 as  shown. 

Wh  it  this  has  been  the  appendix  to  this  report  gives  a 
very  fan ' idea,  both  as  to  numbers  and  size  of  the  Societies. 
In  the  letter  respect  many  are  making  headway,  and  some  of 
those  ainongst  this  year’s  list  bid  fair  to  equal  if  not  sur- 
pass them,  being  located  in  some  of  the  largest  towns  in  the 
south,  8 nd  starting  under  exceptionally  favourable  circum- 
stances. 

Almost  without  exception  the  new  Societies  have  become 
members  of  the  Wholesale  Society,  the  instructions  given  by 
member  s of  the  Guild  engaged  in  advising  them  rendering  this 
a natural  step,  to  be  taken  as  a matter  of  course,  and  requisite 
to  prep8  re  them  for  the  work  they  have  in  hand. 

In  this  connection  it  will  be  worth  recording  that  a very 
hearty  acknowledgment  of  the  Guild’s  help  was  made  by  the 
chairmen  of  the  important  meeting  at  the  opening  of  the 
Society  s new  London  premises,  in  November  last. 

NEW  SOCIETIES. 

Th3  number  of  new  societies  formed  is  just  below  the 
very  high  total  reache(^  in  the  previous  year,  being  twenty-two 
as  com])ared  with  twenty-five. 

The  following  list,  however,  comprises  several  Societie-: 
likely,  f rom  their  size  and  locality,  to  be  much  more  important 
and  successful  than  the  average.  Some  eight  or  ten  of  them 
are  wit  lin  the  London  district. 
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The  list  is  as  follows  ;-Ashford  (Kent),  Aspley  Guise 
(Beds).  Barking.  Brighton,  Butler  (Latimer  Load,  W.). 
Croxley  Green  (Herts.),  Croydon,  Budding  Hill  (\\ illesden), 
Dulwich,  Finchley,  Kingston-on-Thames.  Leyton,  Seaford, 
Tunbridge  Wells,  Victoria  Dock,  Walmer,  Walthamstow, 
West  Newington,  Wimbledon  and  Merton,  Eock  (Mile  End), 
Yarmouth,  and  London  Bakery. 


The  Seaford,  Ashford,  West  Newington,  Budding  Hill, 
Aspley  Guise,  Croydon,  and  Croxley  Green  have  commenced 
business.  Seaford  is  making  good  progress,  and  the  others 
are  also  doing  a fair  business,  but  for  too  short  a period  to 
fairly  estimate  the  results,  except  Budding  Hill,  which  is 
doing  a very  small  but,  nevertheless,  profitable  trade. 

With  the  exception  of  two  or  three  only,  all  the  others 
are  reoistered.  The  Brighton  Society  is  ready  to  start  as  soon 
as  premises  are  obtained,  and  appears  to  have  an  excelleirt 
prospect  before  it ; Wimbledon  will  be  ready  to  start  by  the 
date  of  the  Guild  Annual  Meeting,  if  premises  can  be  secured ; 
Tunbridge  Wells  has  taken  premises,  and  is  engaged  preparing 
them  ; it  has  a good  number  of  members  (about  120),  but  is 
rather  short  of  capital.  Yarmouth  has  secured  premises 
somewhat  early,  but  is  vigorously  working  for  increase  of  bot 

members  and  capital. 


The  rest  are  mostly  making  rather  slow  progress,  with, 
perhaps,  the  exception  of  Dulwich.  The  Eock,  and  the 
Butler  which  it  is  hoped  will  not  be  long  before  they  are 
ill  a position  to  commence  business.  The  Committee’s  close 
personal  attention  will  be  needed  to  develope  the  others,  and 
in  such  case  there  is  no  reason  to  fear  unsatisfactory  results. 


Among  the  new  Societies  of  the  previous  year.  Andover, 
Hitchin,  and  Sudbury  have  failed  to  realise  our  expectations. 
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notw: thstanding  visits  and  other  efforts  to  assist  them;  Wood- 
bridgj  is  still  struggling  with  its  difficulties;  Hendon  Self 
Help  is  not  known  to  have  yet  done  any  business,  and  the 
Barnffiury  Society  voluntarily  gave  up  the  ghost.  All  the 
othei  seventeen  have  commenced  business  during  the  yeai, 
and  Lre  progressing  favourably,  some  of  them  exceptionally  so. 


PUBLIC  MEETINGS. 


The  work  of  the  Committee  in  this  respect  has  had  no 
oppo  -tunity  to  slacken  during  the  year  just  ended,  and  in  fact 
it  ha  i often  required  all  the  strength  they  could  muster  to 
fulfil  the  numerous  engagements  they  are  requested  to  under- 
take. To  many  of  the  meetings  it  appears  desirable  to  send 
more  than  one  speaker,  and  the  Committee  thankfully 
ackn  )wledge  the  help  of  District  Committees  and  other  local 
frieiK  Is  on  these  occasions,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Sectional 
Boar  1,  who  have  often  shared  the  labour  and  expense  in  the 

more  distant  cases.

A public  meeting 
is  arranged  for  at  the  first  mentioned  place. 

COEEESPONDENCE. 

A large  number  of  people  have  written  to  the  office  for 
information,  and  numerous  similar  applications  have  been 
made  to  the  Wholesale  Society  and  handed  to  the  Guild  for 
attention.  In  reply  to  these,  advice  and  publications  have  been 
sent  to  what  appeared  to  be  bond  fide  inquirers  at  Camden 
Town,  Kilburn,  Paddington,  Hornsey,  Walworth,  Wood  Green, 
Medstead,  Hoxton,  Twickenham,  Pimlico,  Deptford,  Bickley, 
Guernsey,  Hornsey,  Herne  Hill,  Midhurst,  Stoke  Newington, 
Godalniing,  Witney,  Holloway,  Hurstpierpoint,  Tottington, 

Fareham,  Southall,  Slough,  Windlesham,  Audley  End,  Ching- 
ford,  Hemel  Hempstead,  Saffron  Walden,  Weybridge.  Most 
of  these  places  afford  some  reason  to  anticipate  that  favourable 
results  will  follow  further  efforts.

PUBLIC.\TIONS. 

An  increased  supply  of  both  the  Guild  and  the  Central 
Boa  -d  publications  have  been  distributed,  as  may  be  gathered 
fron  the  foregoing  paragraph.  The  Board  has  responded  \ei> 
libel  ally  to  our  requests  for  their  papers,  which  have  been 
mace  good  use  of,  as  also  have  a quantity  of  those  of 
the  Aid  Association.  Packets  have  been  sent  to  many  other 
places  than  those  mentioned,  including  Buenos  Ayres,  Canada, 
Ne\^  York,  New  Zealand,  Germany,  and  France.  A con 
side  cable  number  of  Societies  have  made  use  of  the  model 
leal  age  bond  and  agreement  forms,  and  also  the  model  agenda 
papsrs.  With  the  last  report  a list  of  Metropolitan  Societies 
was  printed,  and  afterwards  published  separately  as  a leaflet 
Those  have  been  widely  distributed,  and  led  to  many  new 
me;  libers  joining  the  Societies  enumerated. 


DISCUSSION  MEETINGS. 


One  meeting  was  held  to  discuss  the  question  of  a Retail 
Dr  ipery  Society  for  London,  and  a committee  was  appointed 
to  fraw  up  a scheme,  which  was  drafted  and  circulated,  but 
up  to  the  present  nothing  further  has  been  done  in  the  matter 

The  Tricycle  Missionaries  made  their  formal  report  at  the 
ne  it  meeting;  and  at  a third  a paper  by  Mr.  D.  McEwan  on 
“ i ssociated  Dwellings  ” was  discussed.  The  last  was  held  m 
conjunction  with  the  Co-operative  Institute  Society,  to  con 
Sid  er  a scheme  for  enlarging  and  extending  its  objects  and 
op  srations.  All  the  meetings  were  well  attended. 
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LIBEAEY. 


The  demand  for  the  boxes  of  books  has  increased  during 
the  autumn  and  winter,  and  a number  of  new  borrowers  have 
been  supplied  with  books.  The  Societies  supplied  during  the 
year  are  Bradford-on- Avon,  Caterham,  Staines,  Marylebone, 
King’s  Cross,  South-East  London,  Balham,  Hertford, 
Workington,  Silsoe,  Battersea,  Tottenham,  and  Lechlade 


EDUCATION. 

The  opportunities  for  active  operations  in  this  matter 
have  been  small,  beyond  the  connection  by  representation  on 
the  Education  Council  of  the  Sectional  Board,  and  the  en- 
couragement and  advice  to  new  Societies  to  take  up  the 
question  and  devote  a portion  of  their  profits  to  the  subject,  in 
accordance  with  past  practice.  Several  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee have  attended  and  addressed  educational  meetings. 

TEICYCLE  MISSION. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  difficulty  in  this  business  is  to  find  a 
suitable  man  who  has  the  time  to  bestow  on  it,  as  well  as  the 
practical  knowledge  necessary  to  make  his  work  most  useful. 
In  this  respect,  the  selection  this  year  was  fairly  successful, 
and  a large  number  of  the  outer  suburbs  of  the  Metropolis 
were  visited  by  the  two  friends  who  took  the  w’ork 
hand.  The  funds  for  this  object  were  chiefly  contibuted  by 
one  of  the  vice-presidents,  Mrs.  Martin,  who  has  throughout 
taken  great  interest  in  this  branch  of  the  work.  The  diiect 
results  of  the  mission  are  the  formation  of  a most  promising 
Society  at  Croydon,  particulars  of  which  are  given  elsewhere  ; 
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ano  her  at  Finchley,  which  is  as  yet  small ; and  a movement 
at  Mdcup,  where,  being  unwilling  to  start  an  independent 
Soc  ety,  an  appeal  to  the  St.  Mary  Cray  Society  to  supply 
them,  with  a view  to  establishing  a branch  Store,  has  been 
res|  onded.  to.  -^uy  other  results  are  \ et  indetinite,  but 
the:  e is  room  for  hope  of  soon  getting  a chance  of  starting  a 
Soc  .ety  at  Godaiming,  and  another  at  .Bishop’s  Stortford, 
win  re  much  interest  was  evinced  at  the  time  of  the  visits  to 

the  ;e  places. 

PRACTICAL  PROPAGANDA  FUND. 

During  the  year  the  Wholesale  Society  has  set  apart  a 
sum  of  money  for  assisting  new  Societies  with  capital,  undei 
the  management  of  a joint  committee  of  that  Society  and  the 
Central  Board.  The  experience  gained  in  the  Guild  work 
tends  to  show  that  wherever  a number  of  working  people  can 
be  got  together  to  form  a Society,  there  is  seldom  a real  dihi- 
cuLy  in  raising  such  an  amount  as  is  considered  necessary  to 
start  fairly  and  respectably.  The  case  of  the  Woodbridge 
So(  :iety  has  now  appeared  to  present  a favourable  opportunity  foi 
tesdng  the  practical  usefulness  of  this  fund,  and  the  Com- 
mi  dee  have  therefore  made  a recommendation  to  this  effect 
tinough  the  Sectional  Board,  and  an  inquiry  has  been  decided 

upon. 

CENTRAL  BOARD. 

In  the  last  report  reference  was  made  to  the  harmony  and 
coi  diality  existing  between  the  Board  and  the  Guild  Com- 
mirtee,  together  with  the  necessity  for  adopting  some  plan  foi 
a (.ivision  of  labour  with  the  officials  of  the  districts  recently 
formed  and  subsidiary  to  the  Board.  Since  then,  a joint 
ni(  eting  of  the  Board  and  its  auxiliaries  met  to  consider  this

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question,  among  many  others,  and  a resolution,  hurriec  y 
prepared  and  considered,  was  passed,  but  has  proved  to  be  of 
such  a character  that  the  Committee  could  not  possibly  see 
their  way  to  act  upon  it.  Thus  some  friction  has  arisen 
between  the  Guild  and  some  of  the  local  officials. 

The  lines  laid  down  at  the  time  the  districts  were 
originally  formed  are  reasonable  and  practical,  and  the  Guild 
Committee  is  prepared  to  act  loyally  by  them ; but  cannot 
regard  it  as  either  reasonable  or  practical  that,  with  long 
and  wide  experience  in  its  own  special  work,  it  should  be 
made  subordinate  to  a large  number  of  people,  many  of  whom 
have  little  or  no  personal  knowledge  of  the  work  the  Guild 

undertakes. 


REGISTER  OF  EMPLOYES. 

During  the  year  a large  number  of  managers  and  assistants 
have  availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity  of  putting  them- 
selves in  communication  with  the  Societies  requiring  servants, 
and  a good  proportion  of  engagements  have  been  made  with 
mutual  satisfaction  and  advantage.  It  has  also  been  a means 
of  enabling  the  Committee  to  render  additional  service  to  the 
new  Societies,  by  the  recommendation  of  suitable  managers. 

clerical  assistance. 

This  question,  referred  to  in  the  previous  repoit  as  a 
substitute  for  the  object  of  the  Permanent  Cleik  Fund,  has 
been  arranged  on  the  basis  of  the  suggestion  then  made  and 
approved  by  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  and  rendered  possible 
by  the  increased  financial  support  from  friends  of  the  Guild,  as 
well  as  necessary  by  the  growing  need  for  such  assistance.

Co-operative  movement  by  the  Clubs  themselves,  and  the 
use  Societies  are  making  of  the  Cluh  Journal  as  an  advertise- 
mert.  Useful  references  to  Co-operation  are  frequent  in  the 
Jou  -nal,  and  one  Club  has  recentlv  started  a store  which 
promises  to  be  very  successful. 

THE  PRESS. 

Notices  in  the  press  have  been  very  frequent,  and  brought 
mai  V inquiries,  especially  those  descriptive  of  the  Wholesale 
Soc  ety’s  new  premises  in  November  last.  A letter  to  the 
Wci  kly  Times  and  Echo,  in  March,  has  brought  more  than  a 
doz  m inquiries  for  lists  of  Societies,  and  information  to  start 
nev  ones.

A Federal  Bakery  for  Societies  on  the  north  side  of  the 
Tin  mes  has,  with  the  help  of  the  Aid  Association,  been 
fori  led  and  registered;  and  consist  of  the  West  Central, 
Cle  'kenwell,  Kentish  Town,  and  Willesden  Societies,  the 
registered  office  being  that  of  the  Guild.

ACCOUNTS. 

We  are  pleased  to  notice  an  increase  of  £1  < m the  Sub- 
scriptions and  Donations,  of  which  £5  is  due  to  the  increased 
support  derived  from  Societies  who  owe  their  establishment  to 
the  Guild.  Slight  as  the  increase  has  been,  it  has  enabled  us 
to  increase  our  work  in  the  direction  in  vhich  it  is  inost 
useful,  namely,  in  visiting  new  neighbourhoods.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  this  item  of  expense  has  cost  £7  more  than  last 

year. 

Another  indication  of  increased  usefulness  is  the  increase 
in  the  amount  received  from  the  sale  of  publications,  while 
tor  the  first  time  appears  a receipt  from  a new  department 
of  work  which  we  trust  to  see  still  further  developed,  the 

registry  of  Co-operative  Employes. 

The  receipts  from  the  Library  have  slightly  fallen  off,  but 
the  whole  of  the  loan  borrowed  to  establish  the  Library  has 

now  been  paid. 

The  special  fund  raised  for  the  Tricycle  Mission  again 
fell  rather  short  of  the  expenses,  and  the  deficit  has  had  to  he 
made  up  out  of  the  general  fund.
